WITY THE EDITORS handed me 
this assignment I can't imagine. The 
specific question ~ Is there a unique 
brand of Istaeli humour? - recurs 
every few years with monotonous 
regularity. And just as often, all ihe 
experts invariably respond with the 
same two-letter reply, 

But my protests were in vain. if 
there's no original Israeli Armour, 
the editors demanded, why not? 

In hopes of finding someene who 
would affirm the existence of an 
original Israeli humour, [ turned first 
to the professionals. With the possi- 
ble exception of the Knesset, 
Ephraim Kishon has provided more 
laughter in the State of Isracl than 
anyone else. Yet after entertaining 
the nation for 30 years with a slag- 
gering output of Rewspaper col- 
umns, novels, plays and films, 
Kishon for various reasons now re- 
sides mainly in Zurich. It was 

thaps emblematic of this entire 
inquiry that, despite my repeated 
phone catls, this Primary source of 
wisdom remained incommunicado, 

Not that it mattered much, since 
Kishon is on record as sinting that no 
nation has ἃ nntional humour. [ was 
hoping to get bim to expand on that; 
and wondered if he thought that, 
theoretically, all Hebrew humour 
could succeed as well in translation 
as his own. But 1 cauld guess at his 
response. 

Next I asked Shlomio Nitzan, that 
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encyclopedia of Jewish wit who all 
too infrequently enlivens TV with 
his caustic comments on the head- 
lines, if Israel has a native humour. 
He replied with an emphatic no. 

“There are only good jokes and 
bad jokes,” Nitzan said firmly. “I 
can broadly characterize Jewish 
humour as hinging more on twists of 
logic than on linguistic tricks like 
puns, and 1 can say that Israeli 
humour follows in that tradition. But 
that's all. I've never heard anything 
that 1 would label Specifically an 
Isracii joke.” 

Tuvia Tsafir, our national comic 
impressionist, tended to agree with 
Nitzan, but did single out Yossi 
Bannai and the Hagashash trio. 

“Those guys have made an in- 
credible contribution as Israeli 


humarists, chiefly because of what - 


they've done with the Hebrew lan- 
gunge. They've enriched our slang, 
they've even affected the way we 
speak. I think that's fantastic. But 
otherwise ! think we're just carrying 


on the old: traditions of Jewish 
humour," 


CHAIM BERMANT, the comic 
Anglo-Jewish writer, doesn't think 
we're even doing that. In a recent 
book called What's the Joke? — A 
Study of Jewish Humotir Through 
ε the Ages, Bermant maintains that 
Israel is impoverished in humouz, 
largely because of the “constraints” 
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some of Israel's providers ofa

of Hebrew, a lack of Yiddishkeit, 
and the grim reality of the Israeli 
struggle for existence. 

The best we've come up with, says - 
Bermant, is Ephraim Kishon, whom 
he nevertheless faults for lacking ἃ 
real Jewish background. And while 
at one point Bermant expresses 
admiration for Kishon’s inventive- 
ness with Hebrew, at another he 
claims that Kishon reads better in 
German. : 

In short, Bermant dismisses 
Israelis as a basically humourless lot 
(“Israelis will continue to live their 
jokes, rather than tell them"). Yet 
he makes little mention of Israel's 
lively comic theatre and cabaret life. 
He also shows no familiarity with the 
likes of Nitzan or Tsafir or Hagash- 
ash, and neglects the abundance of 
comic and satiric writers regularly 
appearing in the Israel press’ Dahn 
Ben-Amotz, Amos Keinan, Sylvie 
Keshet, B. Michael, Ya‘acoy Lazar, 
Yossi Gamzu, Didi Menussi, Meir 
Uziel, Ziva Yariv, Yonatan Gefen, 
Ayshalom Kor, Ora Shem Ur, Koby 
Niv, Ephraim Sidon, Dudu Geva 
and Menahem Talmi, to nanie justa 
few. : 

For the truth is, if {srael has no 
native and unique humour, Israelis 
neverthelass tell a lot of Jokes -- and 
they laugh alot. We live, after all, in 
a funny country -- both funny ha-ha 
and funny peculiar. Which ig another 
way of saying that we have no shor-

tage of what to laugh about. 


It’s also axiomatic that because we 
live with a multiplicity of pressures 
and problems, we seek to relieve 
tension through telling jokes. That's 
only human ~ and while we have yet 
to convince the world of it, human is 
more or less what we are. 

In any case, a “new joke” -if such 
an animal exists -- makes the rounds 
from Dan to Beersheba with asto- 
nishing speed. Israelis are eager to 
buttonhole each other to share the 
latest jest, as evidenced by almosi 
any encounter on the street, in cafes, 
in the offige or while on reserve duty, 


IT HAS BEEN fre: tently observed 
that our radio and services, with 
the notable exception of Galei Zahul, 
the IDF radio service, provide little 
home-grown humour. We will dis- 
Cuss this later, but one reason must 
be that the competition out there on 
the streets 
amateur level, just about everybody 
in this country, and not just our 
elected Tepresentatives, is a joker, 
Let's look at the amateur level 
more closely. In Heroes and Hust- 
lers, Hard Hats and Holy Men, that 
interesting impressionistic report on 
the nature of the Israeli beast, for- 
mer Government Press Office direc- 
tor Ze'ev Chafets, who is no mean 
raconteur himself, makes an 
Observation that I have not seen

anywhere else in print: Israelis are 
largely a poker-faced lot who, While 
Sociable enough, almost never en- 
Bage in shtick, 

Thatis, they have no inclination to 
drop their workaday demeanour to 
cut a few steps, pull a funny face, 
Adopt a comic accent, try a little 
Mimicry, or attempt to recreate an 
amusing bit that appeared on TV the 
Previous night. 

Demonstrative in other ways, 
Israelis in the main seem inhibited 
about cutting louse in comic man- 
ner. No odd adornments or squirting 
flowers for this suber, macho lot. 
Hence an outside ubserver like Ber 
Mant might conclude that Israelis are 
largely humourless. Yet Chafets 
would no doubt agree that while 
Istuclis ure reluctant to be seen 
acting funny, they are downright 
compulsive when it eames to telling 
jokes. 


50 MUCH for manner - Israelis are 
AOE so much jokesters as joke- 
tellers. Now, what kind of jokes do 
we tell? 

Well, first of all, there's that well- 
known passion for. fashion abroad. 
Just as Israelis have «an insatiable 
appetite for the latest imported 
Music, kitchen gadget or clothing 
fad, so we are keen for the latest 
imported jokes. Whether at a 
fashionable cocktail party or in 8 
bunker on the Golun, you'll find 
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Israclis swapping the latest stories 
about Irangate or Aids or Thatcher 
or the Japanese or the pope. 

These imports constitute a large 
‘category of our humour. Beyond the 
topical, they also include the time- 
less subjects of humour -- sex, wives, 
kids, tax collectors, bureaucrats, the 


“army, politics, religion, authorities 


in general. 

Nothing original there. As Haifa 
joke anthologizer Paul Hirschhorn 
points out, jokes about Prime Minis- 
ter Shamir’s Jack of physical stature 
were also told about Ben-Gurion, 
and no doubt about Napoleon as 
well. And like everyone clse, Israelis 
indulge in aiming barbs at various 
ethnic groups and especially 
(although Hirschhorn seems una- 
ware ofit) at Arabs. 

Beyond the universal, however, 
there's a second category of humour 
that interests us more. These are the 
jokes that sound specifically tailored 
to the Israeli character. They may or 
may not have originated here, but 
they seem to embody what we're 
talking about when we're pursuing 
that elusive butterfly called Israeli 
humour. 


HERE'S AN EXAMPLE that re- 
cently made the rounds from Dan to 
Beersheba. Since it's recent, you've 
no“doubt heard it, so [ won't go 
through the whole routine. 

The joke has to do with a pollster 
asking persons from 2 number of 
nationalities; “Excuse me, but what 
is your opinion of the meat shor- 
tage?” The upshot is that the Rus- 
sian doesn’t understand the term 
opinion; the Pole doesn’t know what 
¢eat is; the American can’t compre- 
hend the idea of a shortage; and the 
Israeli asks: “What's Excuse me?” 

Now, don't know if this anecdote 
Originated in this country; someone 
in the U.S. in fact shot it to me in a 
letter at precisely the same time it 
was making the rounds of The Jeru- 
Salem Post newsroom. 

We'll agree the joke sounds thor- 
Oughly Israeli, since we are the na- 
tion noted for rudeness. Yet is it a 
Joke that we invented about 
Ourselves, or one that some foreign 
Victim of our bad manners came up 
with? Perhaps the answer is moot;

the point is, we're willing to claim it 
as an Israeli joke because it has that 
cherished characteristic of making 
fun of Israelis. 

For, as we all know, Israelis love 
to make jokes about themselves. 
But, A-ha! you say. Isn't that simply 
a reflection of the renowned Jewish 
penchant for self-mockery, of Jews 
telling stories ugainst themselves? 
Doesn't that mean our so-called 
“Israeli" humour is nothing more 
than a reincarnation or extension of 
traditional Jewish humour? 

To which my immediate reply is, 
Should that be so surprising? If 
Israeli humour is simply updated 
Jewish humour, then perhaps we 
should rejoice that at least some of 
our traditions are being carried on in

And yet this interpretation seems 
too cusy. For one thing, what we 
usually think of when we refer to 
traditional Jewish humour ~ the self- 
deprecating European shtet! humour 
of the last century — is generally 
explained as the product of a de- 
fenceless and passive minority sur- 
rounded by a hostile, gentile world. 

Well, are we still surrounded by a 
hostile world? Sometimes it may 
seem that way. But the independent 
Israeli nation is hardly defenceless in 
the face of its enemies and hardly 
passive about its fate. Why, then, 
should we still be attacking ourselves 
in our humour? 


IN HIS Jokes and Their Relation to 
the Unconscious, Sigmund Freud 
(you knew we’d get to him sooner or 
later, didn't you?) begins his re- 
marks on traditional Jewish humour 
by stating, almost in wonder: 

“I do not know whether there are 


contribution as Israeli hinorists.. 
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many other instances of a people 
making fun to such a degree of its 
own character.” He then goes on ta 
Speculate that this “excess of self- 
ridicule was a form of aggression 
that a weak minority was forced to 
disguise in order to survive in inimic- 
al surroundings. 

In other words, lacking all other 

meuns of lashing back, Jews per- 
fected the art of verbal aggression, 
And why did Jews pour the ridicule 
on themselves? Camouflage, said 
Freud, not unexpectedly. Or as 
others later expressed it, the Jews 
were saying to the world: “Look, 
we'll save-you the trouble and perse- 
cule ourselves -- and we'll do it even 
better than you can!" 
. Freud did not pursue this matter 
to great lengths, but his disciples 
continued to probe the puzzle of 
Jewish jokes. Some suggested that 
the suppressed hostility prevalent in 
self-critical Jewish humour con- 
cealed an unconscious desire for 
punishment -- that Jews, in short, 
were self-hating masochists. 

Others suspected that by making 
themselves the butt of their own 
jokes, Jews were trying to win favour 
with the outside powers (i.e., the 
gentiles). Still others theorized that 
Jews were really saying: “See how 
despicable we are. Therefore you 
must forgive and love us." 

More recently, psychologist Dan 
Ben-Amos (nol to be confused with 
the Israeli wit Dahn Ben-Amotz) in 
1984 presented a paper at the First 
International Colloquium on Jewish 
Humour in which he said that a Jew 
who tells a self-critical joke isn't 
Teally criticizing himself, because in 
the very act of airing a negative 
stereotypical quality, he's placing 
himself above and beyond it. In 
other words, you and § can jest about 
Israelis not knowing what “Excuse 
me" means, because obviously we're 
perfectly polite ourselves. 

Dr. Avner Ziv, a Tel Aviv Uni- 
versity psychology professor, took 
this a step further when he informed 
the same gathering that telling jokes 
about themselves is a sign of a peo- 
ple's self-confidence. Now we've 
edme full circle from the masochism 
or self-hating interpretation. 

Well, I'm no student of psycholo-

(like the rabbinical judge in the old 
Jewish joke, I'm ready to declare 
everyone right). Still, what does any 
of this very profound analysis have 
to do with [sraeli humour? 


MAYBE WE'D BETTER pull away 
from the psychologists for a nioment 
and look at another joke, Whenever 
anyone asks me for an example of 
quintessential Israeli humour, [ in- 
variably think of this old favourite: 
The UN space agency is planninga 
manned mission to Mars. Interview- 
ing pilots for this dangerous jab, the 
UN chief first hears from a West 
German, who asks for a salary of 
$100,000. The second candidate is an

American, who says he'd expect 
$200,000. The third applicant is an

Quintessential [sraeti story? If1"m 
right that there is no such thing as a 
new joke, this quite possibly was 
once a European Jewish story about 
taking a wagonload of polatoes 
through some fearsome forest. But 


mpressionist Tuvia Tsafir. 
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let’s pretend for the sake of argu- 
meni that this is a genuine Israeli 
thigh-siapper. What clements make 
itso? 

For one thing, it jokes about 
money, and like it or nat, money, 
even more than sex, happens to be 
one of the all-time favourile subjects 
of Israeli humour. [t started in the 
days when we were on rationing and 
continued right through the eras of 
Strict currency controls, rampant in- 
flation, devaluation, replacement of 
old currency with new, and conspi- 
cuous consumption. 

For another, the joke celebrates 
the trickster, and Israelis all adore 
the trickster, Cleverness, after all, is 
supposed to be both a Jewish and an 
Israeli characteristic. The trickster, 
however, is an admired figure in 
folklore around the world, so we've 
no special claim there. 

Note too that the laughter arises 
out of the Israeli's corruption. Cor- 
ruption is a matter (hat makes us 
uneasy — and we laugh when we're 
uneasy. Financial finagling is an old 
charge from Diaspora days that we 
like to think was put behind us with 
the creation of the New Jew — that is, 
that reformed, healthy, moral bear- 
er of the light unto the nations that 
“Zionism was going to bring ubout. 
So we laugh -- ha-ha—(o sce that old 
corrupt character still up and ubout, 

Yet note againt that in our Mars- 
mission story, the Israeli trickster 
plays against suckers from other na- 
tions—especinily the German. So the 
story has an us-against-them ele- 
ment that allows us to applaud in 
good conscience the Israeli'’s other- 
wise corrupt scheme. 


NOW THIS JOKE, if told by a 
gentile, would be roundly conde- 
mned as anti*Zionist and anti- 
Jewish. Yet we can tell it~ and we do 
—and we get away with it. Why? 

Obviously we have to examine the 
intentian behind the joke. The arti- 
Semite tells such a story to denigrate 
Jews, The Jew tells such a story for 
different and much more complex 
reasons.

schlemiel simply didn't fit with the 
manly Zionist/pioneer image, That 
sort of thing, Fuchs says, had to be 
jettisoned or suppressed, along with 
all the other trappings of the gatur. 


THE SECOND reason why our 
leaders (or for that matter, leaders 
anywhere) are unlikely to be enthu- 
siastic about humour = and here the 
cat really creeps out of the bag — is 
that so much joking, and especially 
Jewish joking — is subversive. 

The subversive element of 
humour resonates with an especially 
waspish buzz in a country like Israel 
that, while ostensibly a parliamen- 
tary democracy, has nevertheless al- 
ways been dedicated in almost 
Soviet proportions to centralized 
management and control of the eco- 
nomy, public utilities, transporta- 
tion, corporations, education, social 
services and so on. For historical 
reasons, our government has always 
had ἃ paternalistic attitude toward 
the public, It maintains that it knows 
best. And that, of course, is why the 
public is so anarchic in its behaviour. 

The average Israeli is an indepen- 
dent and distrustful cuss who main- 
tains that he knows better thun the 
governinent or, at the very least. that 
he his to survive by circumventing 
the government. Because for all of 
the authorities’ protests to the con- 
Wary, the Israeli public sees that so 
many government agencies are mis- 
Managed, third-rate, bankrupt, 
overly bureaucratized or simply

Historically, satirists can fall back 
on the self-justifying claim that their 
attacks are motivated by ἃ positive 
and corrective impulse. ‘The victims 
of satire, however, sense only the 
threat and the sting. Hence it is not 
unreasonuble that in an era of shaky 
government and of leaders who lack 
wide popularity or credibility, the 
State broadcasting authority, cop- 
Sciously or unconsciously, avoids 
producing the kind of humour that 
might rock the national boat. Not 
when it's much safer to import Bill 
Cosby. 

Furthermore, in the same Way that 
criticizing our religious establish 
ment sounds to many like criticizing 
God, so attacking the political estab. 
lishment in Israel inevitably sounds 
akin to laughing at the political phi- 
losophy on which the country was so 
recently founded. 3 

And with good reason. What 
other country was established on 
such high-flown ideals? What other , 
nition would have the hutzpa to 
aspire to being a light unto all other 
nations? Maybe the U.S., 200 years 
ago. or the Soviets a few generations 
back. But today — when through 
bitter experience the world has 
learned tw be more suspicious of 
high-falutin’ ideologies, feft and 
Tight? 


WHICH BRINGS us back to Reik's 
Notion of Jewish humour as a Te- 
Sponse to reality failing to live up to 
high ideals. 

George Eliot maintained that 
“The history and literature of the 
Hebrew gives the idea of a People 
who went about their business and 
their pleasure as gravely as n society 
of beavers." 

Alfred North Whitehead held 
that, “The total absence of humour 
from the Bible is one of the most 
singular things in all literature.” 

But the novelist and the crilic, 
neither of whom was especially 
known to be a bundle of laughs, were 
Outsiders. ‘The truth is, we know 
better. 

Jewish jocularity did not begin ᾿ 
with Sholem Aleichem, Cain gives 
Wise-guy bick-talk to God, the tribes 
were forever engaging in revelry, 
and many Talmudists were noted for 
their wit. As Bermant puints out, 
some rabbis, tike Ishmael ben Yosi 
and Elenzar ben Simeon, were even 
Notorious for their earthiness and 
irreverence. Others, like the 14th- 
Century physician Kalonymus ben 
Kalonymus, wrote Talmudic paro- 
dies. And the age-old Purimspiel 
Often made fun of religious author- 
itics. 

Thus it is reasonable to assume 
that as long as Jews were governed 
with strict authority, there were Jew- 
ish jokers. As long us high morsl 
Standards were mooted, there were 
Jewish jokers. As long as glorious 
ideals were held up, there were Jew- 
ish jokers. As tong as Jews remained 
imperfect in the face of this or that 
blueprint for achieving perfection, 
there were Jewish jokers, 

Which is why we have no shortage 
Of Jewish jokers in Isracl today. 

In the final analysis, Israeli 
humour is very much like Israeli 
cuisine. Does either exist? It’s diffi- 
cult to point to anything original in 
either, In both, we can see numerous

The original intention of the film 
was educational, Myers explains, 
Treating the subject’ of generosity 
during the Holocaust might he a 
mete palatable way of by hing the 
history of the period. “Ht evakes the 
inevitable question; ‘What would [ 
have done?’ " Myers points out. 
That question, like others surround. 
ing the Holocaust, is unanswerable, 
but “it might raise people's sights a 
little,” she goes on. “People feel a 
little exhilarated.” 

But the central question, stated or 
unstated, was this: “Why did same 
People risk their lives to save 
Others?” For that question alsa, 
Myers has no iinswer. “What is evi. 
dent is that the people ran the gamut 
of education, religtosity age... But 
they seemed to have this in common: 
that it was very natural for them to 
do it. It was, as they said, “The only 
thing T could lo." " 

Were the filmmakers expecting to 
find a pattern when they began the 
interviews? “Sister Cural may have 
been expecting « pattern,” she says. 
But the rescuers ecmed to represent 
ἃ cross-section. ‘They do have a 
kind of inner strength,” she says. 
“And they may not have had it when 
they started.” 

She cites the example of a Dutch 
woman in the film who continued 
going to so work school during 
the Nazi oveupation of Holland, 
minding her own bus » — until she 

saw children being picked up in a 
fruck for transport to a concentra: 
tion camp, ‘That may have been a 
nement of conversion, Myers Uys, 
but the rest of her behaviour fol- 
lowed matter-of-factly from that. In 
the film, the woman deseribes her 
Surprise at finding herseli killing a 
policeman who was a Naz sym- 
Pathizer and had discovered her see- 
rel stash of Jews. It was simply 
something that had to be dune. 

“The essays in the boak (same 
title as the movie, and published by 
New York University) give some 
insight into the People,” Myers goes 
On. “But the greatest insight of all is 
that there is no pattera.” ” 

There's same symmetry here: 
“That's equally true οἱ the people 
who perpetrated the crimes,” she 


points out, referring to Elannah . 


Arendt’s phrase “the banality of 
evil." “Given the right - or wrang- 
Circumstances, must peuple can de-

One day, Treet trics to rise above 
his round of pickpocketing and mug- 
ging. He kidnaps a helpless drunk 
with a James Bond briefcase bulging 
with gilt-edged bonds and a giant 
sparkler on his little finger, and ties 
him up with the intention of holding 
him to ransom. 

Here the tale takes a twist. Cap- 
tive turns captor, ineeting Trect's 
bare blude with a gun. For he is, as 
we suspected all along, a real tive 
Chicago gangster on the run. 

From this point on, he turns the 
brothers’ lives topsy-turvey, undes- 
takes to civilize them, clean up their 
sleazy scene, cook them gourmet 
delicacies, dress them decently, and 
Benerally transform them into re- 
spectable, big-time crime boys like 
himself, This he does atso out of love 
and pity, having once been - just 
imagine ~ an orphan himself.

Two decades ago, Franciscan 
archeologists uncovered a buihting 
with evidence of usé us an early 
Christian mecting-howse and later 
on, a church.

No less electrifying for the Christ- 
ian pilgrim sect were the results of 
the excavations of more recent sea- 
sons, Beneath the floor of the 
monumental white synagogue, the 
Franciscans found a stratum of the 
first century C.E. remains, perhaps, 
of the very synagogue mentioned in 
the Gospel accounts (Mark 1:21), 

And so to the last conundrum. 
When was the extant great white 
synagogue-of Capernaum built? 

For years scholars regarded that 
imposing edifice as the archetypal 
“early” synagogue of the second or 
third century ΟΕ. of which dozens 
of other examples exist. The type is 
characterized by its resemblance to 
some contemporary pagan temples 


of the region; by the absence of a 
fixed niche tar the Haly Ark; and by 
the use of exterior stonc-carved de- 
vorative {riezes, 

The “late type synagogues, on 
the ather hand — Hanna Tiberias 
and Beit Alfa come to mind ~-closely 
resemble the Byzantine churches of 
their day; they had « permanent 
aleove for the Ark, generally 
Oriented towards Jerusalem; and in- 
vested their decoration budge in 
interior mosaic floors. 

Bat this convenient rule of thumb 
for dating anvient synngogues has 
been severely challenged. Hoards of 
easily-dated coins and other finds in 
the vicinity of the synagogue suggest 
a late fourth century C.E. date for 
the building -- later, in fact, dhan the 
typical “late-type" synagogue of 
Hammat Tiberias. 

Defenders of the traditional view 
point out that, architectural consid- 
erations aside, the building of such 
an impressive synagogue overshit- 
dowing the venerated House of St. 
Peter would have been impossible in 
the heyday of the newly triumpkant 
and militant Byzantine Christian 
empire. Other scholars in turn find it 
impossible to argue with apparently 
hard archeological evidence, and are

JULY IS HERE and the film distri- 
butors are emptying their ware- 
houses. As if they believed that, 
once school is over, everybody 
under 18 automatically moves into 
the cinemas, a dozen new films have 
invaded the iocal screens, competing 
for the attention of the potential 
youthful audience. This audience, 
according to general opinion, is 
tuned exclusively into light to silly 
entertainment; and will patronize 
anything superficial enough not to 
disturb its peace of mind. 

A quick glance at this week's new 
offerings is sufficient to give you an 
idea of what to expect. Mel Gibson 
and Lou Gossett teaching the crime 
world some manners in a film whose 
nature is indicated by its title, Lethal 
Weapon. Brooke Shields diving for 
gold she is promised by Burgess 
Meredith, but mainly trying to 
generate some gold at the box office 
by looking good in a clinging swim- 
suit in Wer Gold.

ONE OF THE items supposedly 
Special and inviting is a French film 
entitled Levy and Goliath. This is the 
latest masterpiece of veteran ditec- 
tor Gerard Oury, using a script by 
Danielle Thompson, a successful 
Paris playwright who also happens to 
be Oury’s daughter. 

Oury, whose real name is Max- 
Gérard Tannenbaum, an actor who 
turned director in 1960, made a small 
fortune for his producers 15 years 
ago, with another Jewish-oriented 
comedy, The Adventures of Rabbi 
Jacob.

Jean-Claude Brialy frosts the 
cake as an incredibly vulgar trans- 
vestite who turns out to be more than 
meets the cye. The picture, on the 
other hand, is much less than meets 
the eye. 


YUGOSLAVIA HAS made many 
worthwhile films in the last few years 
(like My Father's Happy Years), but 
Una My Love is certainly not one of 
them. It is pretentious and tries to 
mix politics, philosophy and sex. 
This is a dangerous combination, for 
unless it is wisely and originally 
blended, as Dusan Makavejey is 
capable of doing, it emerges tedious 
and flat. And that isexactly what has 
happened with Misha Radivojevic's 
picture. 

Una is the daughter of a Yugoslav 
diplomat on home leave. She is a 
free spirit, who has blossomed out of 
the strict confines of the one-party 
socialist system and behaves accor- 
dingly. She studies communications 
and acts the nonconformist who 
won't bow to authority of any kind. 

That is, until she usks one day to 
interview a star lecturer ind is in- 
vited to the dean's office. There she 
is told that she will get her interview 
if she agrees to hand over all the 
tapes to the authorities. As a bonus, 
she is offered the freedom of her 
boyfriend, jailed for peddling grass. 

Still imagining she can play the 
ends against the middle, Una accepts 
the challenge, and meets the lecturer 
who normally refuses to give inter- 
views. She gets hers, in more ways 
than one, Not only is the maverick 
teacher. with the unconventional 
opinions willing to pour his heart out 
to the young lady's portable Sony, he 
is very eager to get into bed with her, 
and she is not at all unwilling. The 
result is a series of torrid nights of 
love, interspersed with long 
speeches about the corruption of the 
system. 

‘The big problem raised by the film 
is whether the girl will still be willing 
to give the authorities the informa- 
tion they want despite her consum- 
ing passion. There is also the ques- 
tion whether the man is willing to 
commit himself for life to this affair, 
taking into consideration that he has 
never really beenahermit. ὁ 

The ending proves once again that 
hell has no fury like a woman 
scorned, and that state-backed cor- 
ruption is too much for a pretty girl 
to take on, What a surprise! 

Sonja Savic is a pretty girl, with or 
without clothes, but in spite of the 
prizes she is credited with by the 
publicity material, a bit more per- 
sonality wouldn't have hurt that 
beautiful body. -

IN THE broadcasting world, it's 
very common to go from radia to 
television. To move in the oppo- 
site direction is rare. Eilat Negev, 
8. speciatist in documentaries, de- 
cided after 12 years to turn her 
back on TV and to take on radio as 
a full-time challange. 

A Hebrew University graduate 
with a diploma in scientific trans- 
lations and an M.A. in mass com- 
municalions, Negev transtated 
most of thy major documentaries 
featured on Israel Television "8- 
tween 1974 and 1986. For most of 
that period, she thought she 
would bo a transtator for the rest 
ofher working life. But three yoars 
ago she began working part-time 
at Kol Yisrael researching and 
aditing human-interest program- 
mes. It was the daily contact with 
People that made her decide last 
September to give up telovision, 
and concentrate on radio. 

“Translation is a vary soiltary 
business," she says in retrospect, 
“You're there with the film, the 
script and yourself — 4 kind of an 
appendaga to the end-product. 
You have no input in formulating 
the programme, It's like arriving 
al the station after tha train has 
gone.” 

With radio, it’s quite different. 
Once she's decided on a theme 
and had it approved by Itzhak 
Alon, the head of the talk-show 
department, Negev spends a 
Month researching, interviewing, 
taping and editing. She's a one- 
woman team.

THE VAST literature on Johann 
Sebastian Bach now has a Jerusalem 
link. A performer's guide to his 
Well-Tempered Clavier, the bible of 
every musician, was written here last 
month. It took Laurette Goldberg, 
the eminent American expert on 
Baroque music, just five weeks to 
accomplish the tusk. Her stint at the 
desk, however, was preceded by 44 
years of performing, teaching and 
lecturing. And she believes no other 
place could have provided as inspir- 
ing an environment as Jerusalem. 

Goldberg embarked on the pro- 
ject with no previous experience in 
writing books. At the Mishkenot 
Shw’ananith guest-house she worked 
non-stop. When the first draft was 
completed, she told a visitor to her 
Apartment: "1 read it and 1 liked it, 
although it. felt quite strange to have 
my mouth shut all that time.”

Asa musical exploratorium 
the centre isto feature a collection of 
historical replicas of old harp- 
sichords, forte piano, string arid wind 
instruments, etc. 


IT WAS to inaugurate the Hebrew 
University's harpsichord — "ἃ very

“Neither endless specula- 
tion about harpsichords in 18th- 
century Spairi nor any amount of 
Musicological knowledge of Spanish 
music can suffice to convey its true 
Spirit in performance; one has to 
have the right feeling for it,” Puyana 
Wrote. Indeed, whatever he plays. 
“the right feeling” distinguishes the 
artist's renditions.

This tendency for animals that are 
not related to exhibit almost identic- 
al physical characteristics is called 
convergent evolution and appears in 
unexpected places.

PAST TENT 


Gil Goldfine

A FASCINATING, didactic ex- 
hibit, devoted to the history and 
design of the tent as an architectural 
form, has come to Tel Aviv via the 
Institute for International Relations 
in Stuttgart and the academic work 
of Otto Frei, un extremely influential 
German architect who has devoted 
many years developing new concepts 
and revolutionary ideas for the de- 


” sign of light structures. 


_Since the beginning of recorded 
history, the principle features for 
tent design have remained constant: 
lightness, flexibility and mobility. 
These characteristics weave in and 
out of the exhibit, commencing with 
drawings of the earliest known 
“bone™ tents from the Neolithic 


. Period (30,000 BCE) and progressing 


to the massive contemporary cover- 
ings stretched for fairs, expositions 
and sporting events. 
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Essentially, the exhibit is a photo- 
graphic essay with accompanying 
texts. Vertical panels trace the sub- 
ject in a visual format and the written 
commentary provides succinct in- 
formation about materials, building 
methods, sociology and geographic- 
al considerations. Clearly indicated 
is the quality of the tent for protec- 
tion or entertainment and as a 
mobile necessity in times of natural 
disaster or war. ᾿ 

A section of facsimite Persian 
miniatures shows the development 
of the decorative tent in the East, as 
an extension of biblical and Roman 
designs. The lavish tent camps of the 
Middle Ages and the Renaissance in 
Europe include plans for King Hen- 
ry VIII's Calais encampment, in 
1520, for a meeting with the French 
king, of 400 tents to house 5,000 
persons and 3,000horses. 

‘The exhibit indicates that some 
Egyptian and Roman tents in anti- 
quity covered areas of several 
thousands square metres. But the art 


of tent design has changed very little. 
Basically, it is the Stretching of ἡ 
Pliable materiat over stable musts, 
ribs and pegs into a geometrical 
shelter. 

The exhibit is sponsored by the 
Goethe Institute. (Institute of 
Architects and Town Planners, 200) 
Dizengoff, Tel Aviv.) Till July 14. 


SHAMAI GILER is a medical dac- 
tor. His large black und white figura- 
tive collage-paintings depicting the 
open abdomien, viscera, chest cavity 
with rib cage and heart (with the 
assistance of photographic back-up, 
tomogruphies and X-rays), are 
powerful graphic statements echoing 
the primal feelings of man under 
Stress and pain. Without the usc of 
colour, and with only basic drawing 
skills, Giler successfully brings off 
picture after picture because of his 
energetic attitude to art and his un- 
canny determination to be us good 
an artist as hie is a doctor. During the 
period he was painting the current 
series, Giler suffered a severe heart 
attack, requiring open heart surgery 
and a long recuperation. One can 
discern the change in painterly spirit, 
particularly from the earlier draw- 
ings of panic and depression to those 
of relaxed perseverance and un- 
defined anatomical contours. 

But to the casuul observer, these 
alterations are minimal, for overall, 
Giler is able to-present a consistent 
dramatic scenario without making 
one feel overly morbid or sick to the 
stomach. Giler is in the unique posi- 
tion of describing imagined feclings 
and then describing those same emo- 
tions from first-hand experience. 
This uncommon condition possibly 
colours one’s reaction as much as it 
did for the artist himself. (Artifact, 
43 Nahmani, Tel Aviv.) Till July 17, 


RATHER THAN a one-person 
show, this is a one picture show, a 
large, mixed-media wall painting by 
Eltan Zackzer indicative of the 
teucher-pupil relationship. Studying 
with Gershuni and Nurit David, 
Zackzer throws himself full force 
into the picture plane and, like his 
masters, with an intuitive nutomatic 
scribbling, erases endless linear im- 
ages without consideration for their 
intra-composilional relationships or 
narrative collaboration. The result is 
a jumble of transparent, undefined 
signs, many of which are derived 
from male genitalia, others from 
pure imaginative dabbling. 

Zackzer has a rich background in 
textile design, puppeteering, film- 
making and day labour, critical ex- 
periences that influence his deluge of 
varied images. (Givon Fine Art, 35 
Gordon, Tel Aviv.) 


MORE THAN 50 cinema posters by 
Jeseph Fenneker (1895-1956) char- 
acterize the film industry in Ger- 
many during the Weimar years 
(1920-1935). Another exhibit within 
the framework of the Goethe Insti- 
tute’s Weimar Republic multi- 
discipline programme, Fenneker's 
posters show him to be 8 master of 
descriptive narration, able to con- 
dense the essence of a story, personal- 
ity or moral position into one bold, 
forthright and dynamic illustration. 

- Before the days when photogra- 
‘phy made its impact as a medium of 
communication, it was commercial 
artists like Fenneker who adjusted 
their styles and adapted their artistic 
temperaments to the selling of a 
product. Although somewhat repeti- 
tive, Fenneker's posters are period 
pieces at their most forcefal. 
(Goethe Institute, Asia House, 4 
Weizmann, Tel Aviv.) Till July 27. 
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DURING THE early ‘60s, 
American-born sculptress Dorothy 
Robbins worked at Yaddo, a re- 
sidential workshop for creative 
artists located in a buroque country 
estate near Saratoga Springs, in up- 
per New York state. Images and 
sensations aroused by the strange 
architecture there -- high walls, iso- 
lating and claustrophobic — persisted 
in her memory for years, finding 
expression only now in a remarkable 
series of bronze sculptures collec- 
tively entitled “Past Places Revi- 
sited.” 

Ὁ Robbins has developed three, 
large, floor-standing sculptures from 
among 20 miniature monuments 
(average size 36x23cm.) which give 
the appearance of alternative stage- 
sets for some solemn Greek tragedy. 
Tall architectural forms, comprising 
arches and arcades, columns and 
crenellated facades, with bridges 
and steps leading off into space, 
frame single statues of Venus, 
muscular male torsos, or the occa- 
sional rider on horseback. As wit- 
ness to these symbols of a distant 
classical past, Robbins has frequent- 
ly added a second “observer” figure, 
that of a contemporary woman (the 
artist herself?) reclining at the base 
of an edifice, leaning from a balcony 
or standing, half-hidden behind a 
pillar. 

With few exceptions, Robbins has 
succeeded in injecting a haunting 
metaphysical mood into her sculpted 
spenes which question the presence 
and meaning of these figures. This 
quality allies her work with Italian 
painting: contemporary landscapes 
(by Carlo Mariani and Stefano Di

Stasiv) which “quote” classical ele- 
ments, and the early urban settings 
of de Chirico (ca. 1913) where pre- 
sent and past are readily juxtaposed, 
and statues, small figures and eques- 
trian sculpture arc introduced. In 
addition, onc notes a similar use of 
Space, both as a harmonizing unit 
separating architectural forms, and 
as a symbol evocalive of stillness und 
desolation. 

Among 4 small clutch of local 
sculptors, Robbins possesses the 
Necessary expertise to manipulate 
materials for calculated effects. 
These particular pieces have been 
given a rough and tactile exterior 
which, together with judicious ap- 
plications of patina (from grecn to 
black), convincingly simulate the 
louk of structures ravaged by weath- 
er and time. 


AT THE same venue, Raphael Abe- 
easis (Ὁ. Marrakesh 1953) brings the 
ancient craft of Hebrew manuscript 
illumination up to date. Working on 
different types of parchment, he 
combines fine calligraphy with 
paper-cuts and painting in vivid 
gouache colours, incorporating a 
Javish amount of gold paint, 

His personal style of illustration, 
for modern ketubot (marriage con- 
tracts), amulets, Haggada and Bible 
illustrations, combines motifs culled 
from traditional religious sources 
with Jewish folk art, set within a 
‘floral and geometric framework 
which shows the strong influence of 
Islamic architecture and ornament. 
His less formal works are spiced by a 
‘gentle tongue-in-cheek humour 
which owes something both to Sha- 
lom of Sufad’s crisp, stylized reper- 
toire and Reuven Rubin's ecstutic 
-Chassidic figures. o

To keep her off the streets, when she 
was eight, they agreed, that she 
accept an invitation to join a local 
club, which happened to be com- 
munist.. 

When her father caught on that 
she was a “commie” and had actually 
taken part in a funeral demonstra- 
tion when Lenin, died “he was quite 
shocked.” So he got in touch with 
“Uncle Harry in Jerusalem” on 
whose advice he put her into a Yid- 
dish school when she was 14: there 
she learned about Judaism and Zion- 
ism. She moved rightward, all the 
way to the leftist Hashomer Hat- 
ΖΒΓ, and was soon on Aachshara in 
the Catskills, where she married. 

After two years, she and her hus- 
band “were among the few who 
actually left for Patestine” in 1938. 
They were accepted by Ein Hashofet 
in 1940. One of her two sons lives in 
Tivon. Her other son, her daughter 
and 13 grandchildren live at, the 
kibbutz. 

She has done her time with the 
cows and worked elsewhere on the 
kibbutz, but has been teaching for 
years at the regional high school, 
where she is now the senior English 
teacher. 

. Has Ein Hashofet turned out as 
they thought it might way back? 
“Look, nobody had any idea how 
we'd develop. There were no rules 
or constitution, we took things as 
. they came and adapted to the needs 
of the times. 
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“Today our standard of living is 
comfortable, and-what I like is that 
we spend so much of the money we 
work hard to earn on education.” 
She supported herself from age 14, 
graduated from the University of 
Chicago at 18, and attended the 
McGill University school of jourfial- 
ism. 

“Had I stayed in Chicago, I'd have 
become a university lecturer, or 
school superintendent, if not a re- 
porter on one of the big papers. 
From the material standpoint, 
there's no question that I'd be better 
off, though I'd long have been re- 
tired while here I'm still happy 
teaching full-time. Even if I'd settled 
in a town in [srael, I'd be better off, 
but I knew where 1 wanted to go and 
T have no regrets. 

“Perhaps that is the message for 
our children — no regrets,” con- 
cluded the jolly Ziv. 


BELLA WILFAND, 74, born in 
Philadelphia and brought up in Bos- 
tan where she studied dietetics, mar- 
ried one week before coming to 
Israe! in November, 1930. Here she 
joined the group in Hadera. During 
the Second World War, she got stuck 
in America as a shaliak. She worked 
both in the kindergarten and.for 16 
years, in the kibbutz infirmary-cum- 
hospital. Now she works half days in 
the kitchen. Her late husband was a 
teacher. 


Mother of three, one of wham 
lives on the kibbutz and the other 
two in nearby Mapam kibbutzim, 
Dalia and Hazorea, she has 10 
grandchildren and is still basking in 
the recent birth of her first great- 
granddaughter.

Nira, who immigrated in 1959; was 
actually born in this country wtiile 
her father was working here as a 
specialist from abroad.

While 
working in the office of the Mivrag 
factory, she started using computers 
and, after taking a course, was Soon 
teaching.

well-connected Soviets to escape the 
“big prison" and achieve contact 
with the rest of the world, that his 
inspired one group of Soviet intellec- 
tuals to become apostles of the 
“Space Bridge,” a new form of tech- 
nology that allows face-to-face tele- 
vision communication between peo- 
ple on opposite sides of the globe. 
Space bridge events have been offi- 
cially sanctioned on several occa- 
sions, the most memorable being last 
year’s “Citizens’ Summit,” in which 
U.S. television personality Phil 
Donahue and a group of Americans 
in Seattle had a discussion with 
Soviet spokesman Vladimir Posner 
and a carefully-selected group of 
Leningrad residents. 

Joseph Goldin, 47, believes that 
the space bridge is the key not only 
to humanizing the Soviet system, but 
to building world peace. © . 

“Once we give the space bridge us 
a precious gift to all society and allow 
Americans and Soviets to communi- 
cate freely, the fear and hostility 
between us are going to drain away. 
The space bridge is a truly Utopian 
instrument. I foresee the day when 
we will have a space bridge in every 
cafe in the Soviet Union where peo- 
ple will be able ta drop in and have 
open discussions with people in the 
United States." 

Goldin, a psychologist who has 
close ties und contacts with members 
of the Human Potential movement 
in the West, has Ied a chequered 
career. Three times during the 
1980s, he was confined in mentai 
hospitals because of his unconven- 
tional ideas, but he always emerged 
with his connections with top people 
in the Soviet hierarchy intact. Gol- 
din was unsuccessful in his efforts to 
get Georgi Arbatov, chairman of the 
prestigious Kremlin think-tank, The 
USA-Canada Institute, to become 
the patron of space bridge com- 
munications with the U.S. 

Goldin had more success, howev- 
er, in getting Yevgeny Velikhov en- 
thusiastic over the idea. Velikhov, 

vice-president of the Soviet 
Academy of Sciences, played a key 
role in gaining Goldin’s release from 
mental hospital. Also intrigued by 
the idea was Gennady Gerasimov, the 
Suave spokesman for the Forcign 
Ministry, But he, according to Gol- 
1, Was not willing to risk his own 
Position to promote the spuce bridge 
in the face of strong opposition with-

Nevertheless, adherents of the 
Space bridge have made impressive 
Progress. In 1985, Goldin and his 
collaborators secured the necessary 
permits to erect a huge diamond- 
vision screen on Kalinin Prospect, 
Moscow's equivalent of Broadway. 
The screen, intended as Moscow's 
first open-air and open-to-the- 
masses space bridge. was completed 
last year but, to date, it has never 
been switched on. Every proposal 
Goldin has submitted to the author- 
ities for two-way communication 
with the U.S. has been rejected. 

Goldin is desperately trying to 
come up with two-way communica- 
tion ideas that are as innocuous and 
Non-political as possible, so as to 
avoid official rejection. Last New 
Year's Eve, he and his collaborators 
thought they had come up with a 
rejection-proof median event - a 
space bridge between the Moscow 
Winter Carnival (a fun-filled event, 
itself a creation of Goldin and his 
collaborators several years ago and 
huw enthusiastically embraced by 
the Moscow municipality) and an 
Eskimo festival in Alaska. 

Several thousand musicians, 
actors and excited merry-makers 
gathered in front of the screen on 
Kalinin Prospect in minus 40-degree 
cold to participate in the exchange 
with the Alaskan natives, but one 
hour before show time Goldin was 
informed that the authorities had 
changed their minds. The crowd was 
determined to have a good time 
regardless, and inspired by some 
visiting Americans from the Human 
Potential movement, thousands of 
people stood in the cold with fit 
candles as an expression of support 
for peace and brotherhood. 

Goldin, however, saw the event as 
a disaster. “I am desperate to use 
this period of glasnost to get that 
screen swilched on,” he said. “If we 
can achieve that first breakthrough 
and show (the authorities) that the 
space bridge represents no threat, I 
think things will move much quick- 
er."

E Goldin arranged for a group of 
Hed Ε: Soviet junior high school children to 
stand in front of small television 
screens in the cafe, through which 
they viewed and communicated with 
schoolchildren in Seattle, singing 
Songs and asking questions about 
school and friends. 

A group of Americans, many of 
them Jewish, from the San 
Francisco-based Centre for U.S.- 
USSR Initiatives, spoke glowingly of 
their positive impressions of the 
Soviet Union gleaned during a three- 
week visit. They argued that the 
Jewish issue was exaggerated and 
that most Soviet Jews were, in fact, 
happy, productive citizens of the 
Soviet Union. 

Goldin confided later that he 
found the Americans “terribly naive

Union which advocates underwater 
birthing. Two couples from the 
group stood in the middle of the 
room, swinying their laughing babies 
by their feet in wide circles like 
cowboys swinging lassos. The atmas- 
phere at the space bridge recalled 
the innocence, spontaneity and free- 
dom of many years before, during 
the love-ins and rock festivals of the 
late 1960s in the West. 


GOLDIN WAS triumphant that the 
authorities had allowed the event to 
go forward, seeing it as an important 
first step leading to (he turning-on of 
the giant space bridge screen out- 
side. That same day, Teleport signed 
an agreement with the Soviet Union 
of Designers to use the giant screen 
for a hook-up between Datlas and 
Moscow this September 19, for ἃ 
joint Soviet- American fashion show. 
At Goldin's suggestion, Raisn Gor- 
bachev was proposed as patron of 
the event but, mindful of the New 
Year's Eve fiasco, Goldin concedes, 
“We won't know until the lust mi- 
nute if the authorities will renily 
allow the broadcast to go ahead.” 

Leaving the space bridge event, I 
found myself thinking of glesnost as 
a kind of latter-day Soviet Wood- 
stock; a chance to let a thousand 
flowers penctrate the hard, cold ce- 
ment of Soviet society. But, it will be 
recalled, the thousand flowers which 
had bloomed briefly in China in the 
1950s gave way to the militant 
Maoist Red Guards. As 1 descended 
into the cavern of the Moscow Met- 
ro, the faces of the riders looked as 
surly, depressed and hopeless as 
they had two years before. This was 
Sovict reality, [ reflected, not the 
dazzling effervescence I had just 
witnessed at the Valdai Cafe. 

Beneath the excitement and ex- 
perimentation I discovered a grow- 
ing apprehension among the intel- 
ligentsia that the reign of glasnost 
may be short and the ensuing repres- 
sion -- severe, 

“I don't think glasnose will last,” 
one Soviet Jew told me. “I suspect 
the fate of the people who organized 
it will be bad." He added, “Our 
supporters in the West must not be 
bedazzled by giasost into thinking 
there is a place for Jews in this 
society. They should redouble their 
efforts to win the right of free 
emigration for Soviet Jews,” ᾳ

If [ have one smatl 
criticism af “9 Lives," it is that the 
labels bear an uncomfortable re- 
semblance to those on Stur-Kist 
tuna, und E trust our consumers are 
literate enough not to confuse them, 
Lathe U,S., sume of the elderly poor 
eat tinned pet food as an economy. 
Here, local peuple-food is generally 
cheaper thin imported pet food, su 
this is unlikely to happen. Also, 
many elderly would reject food 
which is not kosher— and “9 Lives” is 
definitely not. Most of the procucts 
contain mixtures of non-kosher meat 
and dairy ingredicnts. To its credit, 
the importing company, Mapet, has 
refrained from importing certain "9 
Lives” products with blatantly non- 
kosher names, such as “shrimp and 
cheese." 

Rivi Mayer, president of Mapet, 
which is a Mayer Corporation com- 
pany (as is Kol-Bo Shalom), says she 
decided to import “9 Lives" pro- 
ducts after trying them out success- 
fully on the finicky felines that have 
been boarded at her Cat-Inn pension 
at Moshavy Gan Haim, near Kiar 
Sava. She claims commercial cat 
foods, with their scientifically- 
balanced formulae, make a healthier 
diet than table scraps and other 
ordinary people-foods. 

“Nonsense,” a Tel Aviv veterina- 
rian told me. He said there is no 
Problem keeping a cat healthy on 
ardinary foods, so long as the diet is 
varied enough. As to just what this 
means, each owner should ask his 
own yet, 

Mapet imports three types of "9 
Lives" foods ~ dry, semi-dry and the 
moist, tinned variety — and suggests 
that pets should have a combinalion 
Of these. It is particularly important 
to have a bow! of water nearby if 
serving the dry food, which is the 
cheapest, bul probably the one your 
cat will favour lenst, if it’s anything 
like mine. A two-cat colleague of 
mine says hers eat the dry variety 
Most eagerly when she sprinkles ἢ

with powdered brewer's yeast from 
the health-food shops. Her vet says 
the Vitamin B in it helps give the cats 
a luxuriant coat. 

According to Rivi Mayer, a cat 
should eat about 30 grams of food 
per kilo of body weight daily. If the 
average cat weighs about four kilos, 
that means 120 gm. of food — or less 
than one full tin of “9 lives." These 
contain 170 gm., carry a recom- 
mended retail price of NIS 1.73, and 
come in flavours such as "sliced veal 
in gravy" and “tuna in sauce.” The 
cheapest form of "9 Lives” is -the 
dry, threc-kilo sacks for NIS 15, but 
buying this quantity is generally 
worthwhile only if you own more 
than one cat. - 

There are several imported brands 
of cat food already on the markel 
here, including the dry “Cat Chow" 
and semi-dry “Tender Vittles," both 
from Purina of Canada, and the dry 
“Munchies” and soft, tinned “Whis- 
kas” from Pedigree Petfoods of Eng- 
Jnnd. ““Whiskas™ comes in a larger tin 
than “9 Lives," and quantity for 
quantity, is considerably cheaper. 

The soft, moist, commercial cat 
food from tins can be given to kittens 
from as early as three to four weeks, 
says Rivi Mayer. And as for cats 
liking milk, cream and cheese, this is 
lareely an old wives’ tale. Some cats 
will drink mitk, but basically, cats 
are carnivorous, as virtually any cat- 
owner will attest. 

To the best of my knowledge, tho 
only locally-made cat food is the dry 


“Catli,” made by a Telma subsidi- 
ary. Our Socky actually won a wall- 
clock in a raffle after she had partici- 
pated in the Catli pre-marketing 


testing. Actually, she generally pre- - 


fers to live on the choicer scraps of 
what we eat — her favourite being 
white turkey ment and rib roast. 
Garfield has nothing on us. 
Incidentally, one should not give 
commercial dog-food to cats, and 
vice versa, Rivi Mayer stressed. 
Ench has its own nutritional needs 
and digestive capacities. She says the 
Western domestic cat population is 
on the rise as compared with dogs, 
because cats are easier to keep in city 
flats. She believes this trend holds 
true for Israel too, She estimates 
there are about 100,000 house cats in 
this country today, but says she will 
be better informed when she gets the 
Forthcoming results of a recent Gal- 
lup poll on behalf of product adver- 
lisers, which included questions on 
cats. .

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advertising cainpaizns and price re- 
ductions among ils competitors, pir- 
ticularly the nicely-boxed European 
imports, Like atl the other Hogla 
detergents, Pi manufactured at 
the Daliya Chemicals Complex of 
the northern kibbutz of that name. 
This firm used to market washing- 
machine powders under names of its 
own such as Red Rider and Kalil, 
and continues to produce what it 
calls “raw materials" for laundry 
powders sold under other company 
labels, but tells me that none has the 
suphistication or special properties 
of Llogla’s Pisga. 

A major selling point of Pisga is its 
claim to be the “lightest” laundry 
powder on the market, local or im- 
ported. Lightness is achieved by a 
spray-drying process that produces 
hollow grains of detergent. The 
lighter a powder, the faster and more 
thoroughly it dissolves, even in cool 
water. At the press conference, 
Hogla exhibited a number of test- 
tubes containing various washing 
powders. The lightest was shown to . 
be Pisga followed in order by the 
imported brands Persil, Ava, Gama, 
Colon, and finally by an unnamed 
local brand. 

Hogla also plays the numbers 
game with Pisga. [t claims that be- 
cause its ingredients are so effective, 
smaller quantities of Pisga need to go 
into a machine load than what most 
other manufacturers recommend for 
their brands - and hence Pisga works 
gut cheaper because one gets more 
loads per box. Each box of Pisga 
comes with ἃ plastic cup for measur- 
ing the recommended quantities -- 
two cupsful for the main wash, plus 
one cup in the pre-wash cycle if used. 


. (Unfortunately these instructions 


nia only in Hebrew on the pack- 
age. 

‘When used as instructed, Pisga is 
Supposed to give an average 26 laun- 
dry loads per three-kilo box. This is 
twice as much as Persil and Ava 
claim, while Gama claims only 11 
loads. A five-kilo box of Pisga claims 
43 washes, compared with 20 on the 
Colon five-kilo box. 

Any claims of the number of 
washes obtainable from ἃ given 
quantity of detergent must be taken 
with a grain of salt. It is never quite 
clear whether manufacturers are 
basing their figures on loads with a 
pre-wash cycle or without.

He 
sardonically notes, for example, that 
“once again the New York Intellec- 
tuals showed a particular flair for 
arguing that historical reality placed 
them in a unique situation for muk- 
ing insightful criticism and com- 
ment.” 

In general, Bloom proves a reli- 
able if uninspired guide to the spot-

Hurshly critical of the student pro- 
testers of the 1960s were former 
radicals like Nathan Glazer, Bell and 
Howe. Bloom reasonably suggests 
that their stridency issued from un- 
resolved persomil tensions. They

abandoned their own radicalism for 
some variant of the postwar liberal 
ethic... they had never fully repudi- 
ated it. While they thus felt it neces- 
sury to warn against the repetition of 
past lapses, they ulso tonk care to 
demonstrate the qualitative differ- 
ence between the “important” radie- 
al argument of the 1930s and the 


more frivolous nature of the 1960s 
variety." 

Of all the former radicals, Sidney 
Hook offers the broadest target. 
During the 1960s campus disturb- 
ances, Hook argued that the highest 
value lay in preserving “the absolute 
intellectual integrity of our class- 
rooms... T do not recall any other 
period in the last 50 years when 
intellectuals themselves have been 
so intolerant of each other.” Bloom 
aptly comments that “Hook needed 
only to look to his willingness to 
drive individuals out of the academe 
of the 1950s or to his descriptions of 
nnti-anti-Communists like Henry 
Steele Commager to find exam- 
ples.” 


UNFORTUNATELY, however, it 
must be said that Prodigal Sons is for 
long stretches an arid study. Even 
when describing the early period of 
“the Family,” Bloom does not ven- 
ture beyond the Freudian sugges- 
tions of Irving Howe and Issac 
Rosenfeld to explain how so many 
sons of Yiddish-speaking proleta- 
rians seemingly so thorvughly trans-

The Berlin Museum refused the 
scrolls, as ten years earlier it had 
purchased from Shapira several hun- 
dred clay figurines, some claimed to 
be of ancient Moabite origin, and all 
later found to be modern artefacts. 
So off to London went Shapira, to 
the British Musem -- which did ex- 
hibit two strips of the scrolls.

workers. Kohn terms literary forger- 
ies — the fabrication of non-existent 
work under the name of a famous

Two chapters are devoted toclear, 
documented cheating in basic and 
clinical research.

“WHO, AFTER ALL, speuks today 
of the annihilation of the Arme- 
nians?” This was the pertinent ques- 
tion which Hitler asked his generals 
at acruciat Obersalzberg meeting on 
August 22, 1939, # week before 
Germany invaded Poland. “Be 
tough! Be ruthless! Act more quickly 
and more brutally than the uthers! 
‘The citizens of Europe must shudder 
in horror,” the Fuehrer instructed 
his officers un the eve of the nut- 
break of World War Il. 

“Our strength lies in our speed 
and in our brutality," he continued. 
“Genghis Khan led millions of 
women and children io slaughter 
with premeditation and with a happy 
heart. History sees in him solely the 
founder of a state." 

K.B. Burdakjian’s meticulous re- 
search removes ait doubts about the 
authenticity of this speech. Amer- 
ican journalist Louis Paul Lochner 
of the Associated Press bureau in 
Berlin got hold of the text and made 
it available to the U.S. and England. 
After the war, two other copies of 
the speech were found and served as 
evidence at the Nuremberg War 
Trials. 

Bardakjian discloses that it was 
the German admiral, Wilhelm Ca- 
naris, who became utterly horrified 
by Hider’s arguments and made 
notes during the conference.

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IT IS HARD for any naturalist to 
write about animals he or she has 
studied in depth without falling into 
the trap of anthropomorphism. It is 
so easy to find oneself attributing 
humanoid characteristics and emo- 
tions to another species that few 
naturalists have been uble to sepa- 
rate themselves from this habit. This 
objective observation and avoidance 
of pitfalls becomes even more diffi- 
cult when one is dealing with a 
species that phy: ly resembles 
man, that uses vocalizations and fa- 
cial expressions that seem tu reflect 
our own and that often exhibits be- 
haviour similar to that of its human 
relatives. [t is for this reason that 
Jane Goodail is to be highly com- 
plimented. 

it has been 27 years since this 
Englishwoman, accompanied by her 
intrepid mather ind a coak took uff 
for the shores of Lake Tanganyika in 
East Africa amt set up her first 
station for the study of wild chin 
panzees. Here. in this compendious 
volume, Goodall, who earlier gave 
us her exciting book ft te Shadow 
of Man, now reports at length on the 
first: quarter-century of her work 
with the wild apes of the Gombe 
Nature Reserve. 

For the amateur enthusiust there 
isa wealth of material about feeding, 
socialization, breeding habits and 
territorial struggles including aggres- 
sive encounters between chimps and 
social dependencies within the chim- 
panzee hierarchy. There are detailed 
lists of food showing what appears to 
be an order of preferences and the 
more than 250 photographs, some in 
colour, showing the variety of fea- 
tures that set one chimp off from 
another, 

The 77 chimps known by name 
and studied are all presented in indi- 
vidual protraits, most of them by FI. 
Van Lawick. There are also excel- 
lent shots of chimps playing, display- 
ing, feeding, breeding and grooming 
one another, 

In her earlier work, Goudall de- 
bunked the popular myth that chim- 
Panzees are vegetariuns, showing 
them to be opportunistic omnivores 
that on occasion even hunt their 
food. Now, in this later work, the 
longest field observation ever under- 
taken of any species, she topples 
other cherished beliefs. Observing 
the animals of Gombe, Goodall and 
her co-workers show proof of canni- 
balism in the chimpanzee tribe as 
demonstrated by Passion and Pom, a 

mother and daughter, who systema- 
tically prey on the young of other 
chimpanzees. While it has been well 
established that the chimps do steal 
infant baboons from their mothers 
and eat them, this is the first 
documented incident of chimps eat- 
ing chimps. 

The sentimentalist’s idyll of nu- 
ture is shattered as Goodall lists in 
exact detail the injuries, illnesses 
and deaths of chimps in the reserve 
Over 25 years and reports just how 
Many of these are the result of 
Aggressive actions on the part of 
Other chimps.
